Scientists  Hail 
Russian  Photos 
Showing  Moon 

' WASHINGTON.  Oct.  27  — 
(UPI)  — American  scientists 
hailed  Russia’s  photogarph  of 
the  moon’s  far  side  today  as  a 
great  technological  achievement. 
One  said  it  could  have  tremen- 
dous military  significance. 

SEVERAL  astronomers,  how- 
ever, said  the  photo  was  too 
crude  to  provide  much  informa- 
tion about  the  side  of  the  moon 
turned  constantly  from  the 
earth.  They  differed  with  Brit- 
ish scientists  who  expressed 
amazement  at  the  photo’s  clar- 
ity.

1/.S.  Asks  Russian  Aid

GENEVA,  Oct.  27 — (UPI) — The  United  States  today  ap- 
pealed to  Russia  to  join  scientific  studies  on  detection  of  under- 
ground nuclear  test  explosions  at  the  resumption  of  year-cid 
deadlocked  talks  on  a nuclear  weapons  test  ban. 

There  was  no  reported  progress  at  the  128th  meeting,  of 
the  United  States,  Britain  and  Russia  at  the  Palais  Des  Nations 
where  they  first  took  up  the  is-  — — ..  .

Schola  Cantorum  was  created 
through  reorganization  of  two 
already  existing  groups,  the 
Men’s  Chorus  and  the  Women’s 
Chorus. 

FORMERLY,  each  group  was 
larger  and  they  were  separate, 
with  two  different  conductors. 

The  groups'  still  retain  their 
individual  identities,  but  the 
new  arrangement  provides  a 
greater  variety  of  singing  exper- 
ience. Choral  numbers  for  treble, 
male  and  mixed  voices  are  all 
within  the  scope  of  the  group. 

PROF.  WOODWARD  said  that 
the  organization  will  devote  it- 
self to  singing  the  “best  kinds  of 
musical  literature.”  Participat- 
ing in  the  BYU  Stake  Confer- 
ence will  be  the  group’s  first 
performance. 

Because  it  is  so  new,  the  cho- 
rus is  still  making  decisions  on 
important  items,  including  uni- 
forms. Also,  members  are  con- 


ducting a contest  to  select  the 
best  names  for  the  individual 
groups. 

THE  NAME  for  the  combined 
groups,  Schola  Cantorum,  has 
been  applied  to  singing  societies 
since  the  Middle  Ages.  Translat- 
ed literally,  the  two  words 
mean  “School  of  Singing.” 

Three  concerts  and  a three- 
day  tour  of  Utah  high  schools 
are  scheduled  for  Schola  Can- 
torum. In  addition,  the  separate 
men’s  and  women’s  choruses  will 
perform  for  three  devotional  as- 
semblies each  and  the  combined 
group  will  sing  for  another. 

ALONG  WITH  the  combined 
BYU  choral  organizations,  Scho- 
la Cantorum  will  participate  in 
the  Christmas  concert,  spring 
concert  and  general  conference, 
in  April.

A FORM  OF  judo  originated 
in  the  days  of  the  great  warrior 
Genghis  Khan.  In  Japan  the 
Samurais  used  it  as  a form  of 
self  defense.  Professor  Jigoro 
Kano  in  1822  made  a long  study 
of  jiu  jitsu  and  modified  it. 

He  is  the  father  of  present  day 
judo,  which  is  more  than  a form 
of  self  defense.  It  is  a sport  de- 
signed “to  make  the  most  of 
one’s  physical  and  mental  ener- 
gies through  the  training  of  at- 
tack and  defense.” 

THE  Y JUDO  CLUB,  organiz- 
ed several  years  ago  on  the  BYU 
campus,  this  year  boasts  an  im- 
pressive staff  of  instructors.  The 
club  meets  each  Wednesday 
night  in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse

Portuguese  ambassador  Dr. ' 
Vasco  Vieira  Garin  told  the 
main  political  committee  that 
the  “concept  of  disarmament 
raises  many  a delicate  question 
not  excluding  the  hypothetical 
defense  of  our  planet  itself.” 

“IT  IS  CERTAINLY  far  fetch- 
ed— but  perhaps  not  absurd,  the 
way  things  are  moving  nowa- 
days, at  least  on  this  planet — 
to  imagine  a sudden  invasion  of 
our  earth  by  aggressive  warriors 
from  another  celestial  body. 

‘T  submit,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
in  an  emergency  the  security 
forces  of  our  world,  including 
the  Soviet  detachment,  would 
cut  a poor  figure  against  Mar- 
tians or  the  like,  if  we  had  only, 
figuratively  speaking,  kitchen 
knives  and  pocket  slings  to  de- 
fend ourselves,”  he  said.

Pokes  Dominate  Skyline 
Team,  Individual  Stats 


Wyoming  University  continues 
to  dominate  the  Skyline  statis- 
tics from  team,  individual  and 
won-loss  standpoints.  In  fact,  no 
one  team  has  so  completely  tak- 
en over  the  statistics  in  recent 
years  as  the  Cowpokes  are  doing 
in  1959. 

THEY  LEAD  in  pass  defense, 
total  defense  and  are  out  in  front 
in  teh  won-loss  column  with  a 
5-0  mark.  They  are  second  in 
rushing  defense,  total  offense, 
passing  offense,  and  rushing  of- 
fense. New  Mexico  is  the  only 
club  to  challenge  the  Cowboys  in 
statistics  and  the  Lobos  are  tops 
in  rushing  offense  and  total  of- 
fense.
